It was one of the most important state- 
i ments to come from the government In the whole rush to change over 
to peace. 
OPA Boss Chester Bowles said that at pre-war prices for the new 
durable goods, manufacturers and everyone else down to the retail 
stores “ can look forward to excellent profits based on a high sales 
! volume.” 
In its first postwar pricing of consumer durable goods, OPA 
ordered 1942 ceilings on household washing machines, ironers and 
aluminum kitchen ware. 
Bowles said: 
“ So that each fam ily will be able to buy a new 
Washing machine or ironer to fit its needjg, its purse and its preference. 


I we are requiring manufacturers to turn out the same proportion of 
low-price units as they made during pre-war years.” 
Bowles believes washing machines and aluminum kitchen ware 
; should reach the stores in quantity this fall. 
Production of ironers 
will he slower.

The publication, Hardware Trade, has cautioned 
retailers that the lifting of WPB restrictions doesn’t 
mean that merchandise will immediately start moving 
toward their shelves. 
And since the rest of us are 
watching those shelves, perhaps the word of caution is 
w orth passing along. 
WPB, as Hardware Trade points out, gave manu­ 
facturers permission to begin producing some 1200 indi­ 
vidual items in 400 types of civilian goods when it 
revoked blanket order M-126, which applied to iron and 
steel. 
But WPB only gave manufacturers the green 
light. 
Their job of getting out of war production 
enough to give peacetime manufacturing some atten­ 
tion, of getting plants into shape and finding material 
and labor, takes time. 
The result of that delay will mean annoyance rather 
than real hardship to most consumers. But to millions 
of war workers who will be released at the end of the 
war, prolonged delay could be much more than annoying. 
Reconversion will be difficult enough at best without 
adding acute social unrest and discontent arising from 
misinformation or ineptitude on the part of either in­ 
dustry or the government agencies affected. 
The history of reconversion to date has not been a 
particularly shining one. Granting the difficulties, it is 
ti me th a t those responsible summoned all their effort 
and efficiency to prepare for as rapid and painless a 
changeover as possible. 
Bickering and slipshod per­ 
formance could bring incalculably bad results. 


POLIO PREVENTION 
An experiment which the nation, and the world, is 
watching eagerly is being conducted in Rockford, 111. 
An Army bomber was used there a few days ago to 
spray some 1650 pounds of the new war-developed in­ 
secticide known as DDT in an effort to cope with a 
poliomyelitis problem with which Rockford is confront­ 
ed—just as many communities have been confronted in 
recent years. 
Polio still is one of the diseases about which medical 
science knowrs relatively little. But there is strong evi­ 
dence to support the belief that insects—particularly 
houseflies—are among the worst, if not the worst, 
carriers of the contagion. 
So the primary purpose of 
the spraying experiment was to eliminate insects from 
Rockford as effectively as possible. 
If the experiment is productive of results, it still will 
leave unanswered many questions in connection with 
polio. 
But if it does prove effective as a measure of 
prevention, it will represent a long stride toward greater 
security of health. It will be ground gained toward the 
victory which almost certainly will come sooner or later 
in the war against polio. It will mean lives saved while 
the fight for complete conquest continues. 


HIKOHITO PRESENTS A PROBLEM 
The vast reverence whieh the Japanese people have 
for their God-emperor is being demonstrated daily as 
the Tokyo government proceeds cautiously with the dan­ 
gerous task of implementing its capitulation to the 
Allies—dangerous because the militarists are against it, 
and because the general public is undergoing a terrible 
shock, having been led to believe that Nippon was win­ 
ning the war. 
Now the reverance has nothing to do with Hirohito’s 
capabilities. It would still be there if he were a moron. 
It rests in the fact that the people believe they are ruled 
by a divine being—a living God. 
They’ve believed it 
since 660 B. C. when, according to legend, the First Em­ 
peror ascended the throne. The Mikado is the last word 
in the life of the Jap. Actually Hirohito has been more 
or less of a figurehead—but even the greatest and most 
progressive of his subjects approach his presence with 
diffidence. 
It’s all very well to shout “Hang the Mikado”— as 
more than a few are doing— but it would be a perilous 
experiment to commit such violence of the primitive 
ideas of Japan. 
Moreover, there are a lot of Allied folk who believe 
we should be outraging our own ideals if we struck 
down the head of a religion. 
lf the people of Japan want to continue the Shinto 
religion, we can’t stop them by force. 
We can’t stop 
them by removing their emperor, because Shinto is big- * 
ger than he is. 
The best answer to all this probably is that if western 
ideas and ideals are presented to the Japanese people in 
the most favorable light, we may win them over to our 
w ay of thinking.

Can Without Sugar 


In spite of th e cu rre n t sh o rt sup­ 
ply of sugar, preserv atio n of fru its 
by canning or freezing is still pos­ 
sible and practical, according to 
M a rg a re t A. Reed, hom e econom ­ 
ics extension rep resen tativ e in th is 
county. 
The am ount of peaches 
you can th is y ea r need not depend 
on your su g a r allow ance, she says, 
since peaches m ay be canned s a t­ 
isfacto rily w ith little or no su g ar. 
T he processing of th e food and 
successful sealing according to d i­ 
rections will insure a good product 
n ex t w inter. 
She continues w ith 
these in stru ctio n s: 
Choose ripe, fresh, firm fru it and 
don’t use any w ith decayed spots 
W ash and peel peaches. 
To peel them easily place a few peaches 
a t a tim e in a w ire b ask et or cheesecloth, dip in boiling w ate r for 
a m inute, th en dip quickly in cold w ater. Remove skin and halve 
o r slice them , rem oving pit. 
To can peaches w ith o u t su g ar, cook tb s fru it in its own 
juice u n til h eated th ro u g h b u t n o t soft. 
If the fru it is not Juicy, 
add ju st enough w a te r to keep it from sticking to th e pan. P ack 
th e hot peaches in clean h o t ja rs, and fill w ith the liquid, leaving 
one-half inch headspace. 
D rive out air by running a silver knife 
around th e sides of th e ja r. 
T he second m ethod is to place th e 
peeled peaches in th e h o t ja rs w ithout any cooking. 
The ja rs 
are th en filled w ith hot w ate r to a h alf inch of the top. 
A sm all 
slice of lem on placed in th e to p of each ja r will help prevent 
discoloration. 
If it Is possible to can peaches w ith a lim ited am ount of 
su g ar, corn sy ru p m ay be su b stitu te d for 1/3 of th e sugar, o r 
honey fo r % of th e su g ar.
